Chapter VII of the Land Acquisition Act , 1894 
deals with acquisition of land by the Government 
for companies under this chapter . The Government 
has acquired land for various companies and for 
Acquiring land , the requirement of execution of 
an agreement between Government and Company 
in terms of Section 41 of the Land Acquisition Act , 
1894 had been executed by Government with 
various companies for whom land has been 
acquired under Chapter VII of the Land Acquisition 
Act . Recently , the Hon ble Supreme Court in the 
case of Fomento Resort and Hotels Limited and 
another Appellant ( s ) Versus Minguel Martins and 
others Respondent (s ) in Civil Appeal No. 4154 ,

4155 and 4156 of 2000 has held that the clauses 
of the agreements have the force of law . The 
Hon ble Supreme Court has thereafter interpreted 
the clause of agreement which was not as per the 
intention of the parties to the agreement . The 
Apex Court have also specifically held that there 
is no power to amend , modify , alter or change of 
agreement entered into as per requirement of 
Section 41 of the Act , 1894. It is therefore felt 
necessary to amend the Act by confer ring power 
on the Government to modify or amend the 
agreement . This power is otherwise also necessary 
with changing time . Amendment to agreement 
may be the need of the days .
